The  standard  work  on  the  sub,ect  of  early  American  medals  is 
Americon  Colonial  History,  Illustrated  by  Contemporary  Medals,  by  C.  W.  Betts,  New  York,  1893. 
This  book,  when  available,  usuolly  sells  for  $7.50  to  $10.00  and  is  quite  scarce.

Dalton  and  Hamer  in  their  splendid  work  on  British  tokens  include  this  piece 
as  an  eighteenth  century  penny.  As  such,  it  should  be  listed  in  the  Standard 
Catalog  as  an  American  colonial.  V.  Scarce. 

324  REPUB  AMERI.  MEDAL.  Obv.  Same  as  preceding  except  dates  of  birth  anu 

death  below.  Rev.  Identical  to  preceding.  Size  21.  Tin.  R.  No.  6,  B.  No.  69. 
Choice  Proof  impression.  Much  more  difficult  to  obtain  than  an  impression 
in  Bronze.  The  same  remarks  following  the  lost  lot  apply  to  this  piece.

Prior  to  offering  a number  of  notes  trom  his  extensive  collection,  it  seems  particu- 
lorly  appropriate  to  say  a few  rds  here  about  a genial  collector  who  was  often  referred 
to  as  the  “Dc-  - ^ . ■•merican  Numismatists." 

D.  C.  Wismer  beconi:  uerested  in  the  early  paper  money  of  our  country  shortly 
before  the  turn  of  the  ;«■  -‘i  century,  W'thin  a very  few  years  he  was  recognized  as 

the  foremost  outm  -ity  m obsolete  currency  and  retained  this  reputation  until  his  death 
in  1949. 

Mr.  Wismer  was  an  onorary  Member  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association 
and  made  an  outstanding  contribution  to  numismatics  in  the  publication  of  his  "Descrip- 
tive List  of  Obsolete  Paper  Money  which  appeared  in  the  Numismatist  from  1922  to 
1936.  Sections  of  this  list  were  reprinted  and  are  often  available  as  the  only  standard 
works  on  the  notes  of  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania. 

Several  of  the  items  offered  herewith  are  the  result  of  nearly  fifty  years  of  studious 
effort  and  meticulous  collecting.  It  is  believed  that  many  of  these  notes  have  nevei 
been  offered  previously  and  we  doubt  if  a number  of  them  can  even  be  duplicoted. 

In  this  connection,  the  following  information  may  prove  to  be  of  value. 

OBSOLETE  PAPER  MONEY 

Obsolete  Bank  and  comporable  bills  were  a standard  medium  of  exchange  in  the  United 
States  from  the  period  immediately  following  the  revolution  to  about  the  end  of  the  Civil  War. 
Thousands  upon  thousands  of  Banks,  and  similar  in-stitutions,  issued  notes.  Many  Banks  failed] 
hence  the  term  "Broken  Bank  Bills."  Others  made  an  honest  attempt  to  redeem  their  paper  and 
still  others  survived  to  become  nationalized  in  1865. 

Mony  obsolete  notes  are  quite  common,  while  others  are  of  the  greatest  rarity. 

"Proof"  or  specimen  notes  are  those  issued  in  very  limited  quantities  by  the  manufacturer 
to  serve,  more  or  less,  as  samples.  They  were  submitted  to  the  offiicals  of  Bonks,  contemplotina  n 
regular  issue  of  notes,  as  examples  of  suggested  designs.  Generally,  they  are  found  upon  very  thin 
paper  which  would  toke  the  best  impression  from  the  engraver's  plate.  Often  they  were  mounted 
at  the  time  of  delivery  to  facilitate  handling.  They  are  the  rarest  and  most  beautiful  examples  of 
obsolete  currency.  All  are  rare,  many  extremely  so  or  unique. 

Some  issues  of  Bank  notes  are  found  unnumbered  and  unsigned.  Usually,  such  notes  are  part 
of  a hoard  discovered  many  years  after  a bank  failed,  and  quite  often  ore  not  particularly  rare. 
All  of  the  notes  intended  for  circulation  were  signed,  numbered  and  usually  bore  either  a written 
or  engraved  date. 

The  vignettes  appearing  upon  these  notes  were  done  by  the  best  artists  of  the  period  and  ore 
often  genuine  works  of  art.  Early  views  of  American  life,  portraits  of  famous  men  and  other 
ornamentations  adorn  these  interesting  old  bills. 

We  highly  recommend  renewed  interest  in  this  somewhot  neglected  field.  Student-  and 
interested  collectors  are  invited  to  correspond  with  us.
